Tanauocess of sumptaary Jegislation inrestrain
ing intemperance has not been 8o great as to
Juntify the hope, which some geem to enter
fain, that in it we have the great panaces
againsttheevils which are acknowledged to flow
from the excessive nuse of aleoholio drinks.
In the first place, prohibitory laws are of uo
avall unless sustained by public sentiment;
snd the existence of a publio sentiment which
will sustain and carry ont such laws, implies
a condition of moral restraint oun the part of
the community at large which would go very
far of itself to check and eradicate the very
ovils against which the laws are direoted.” In
other words, you have got to make a commu-
nlty practioally a temperance commuuity
befora youn can make a prohibitory law sue
cesaflal.

Thosa who rely malnly, or to any very groat
extent, upon prohibitory legislation, do not
comprehend the philosophy of the evil against
which they contend, They appareutly assume
that in the sale of intoxioating drinks we have
the ohief cause of their use; so that if the sale
oan be stopped the evil will be eradicated. Buat
& deller implias a buyer. Men do not offer for
sale that for which there is no demand. The
gale of alooholio drinks only mests an exiating
demand—s demand, it is true, which the
traffic may in part have assisted to produce,
bwt for which it is by no means primarily re.
spongible, Intemperance has its root in men’s
appetites, and this appetite for alcoholio stimu-
lants, whether a natural or an acquired one,
is one of the most widely diffused among the
homan family. We lnd it among all nations
and tribes. The sale of Mguors is only an in-
oident which has grown up out of this wide-
gpread and dominating appetite. Whan,
therefore, reformers place their chief reliance
upbn repressing the incident, without grap-
pling with the canse, they make a fatal mis-
fake. The moment the evil is reached in its
root, that moment all its incidents are reached
also. It is far easier, ns well as more philo-
sophical, to suppress the eale of intoxicating
drinks by abolishing their use thaun itis to
suppress their use by prohibiting their sale.

The early history of the tem perance reforma.
tion may be studied with profit, That was

emphatically a movement for the moral educa-
tion of the masses. The commuuity was en-
lightened unpon the physical nud socinl svils
growing out of intemperance. Direct efforts
were made to reclaim the drunkard and to
prevent others from falling into his condition,
The result was that the social customs of the |
eutire people were very much changed,
Liquors were banished, or much less widely
nsed. Thousands of liguor shops were closed,
not by prohibitory laws, Lt by the absenoe
of patrons. The reformation went on and
accomplished great good., So long as the |
efforts of temperance men were directed pri-
marily to reaching and controlling the appe-
tites of men through moral influences, involv-
ing the codperation and voluntary eflorts of
those whom they were seeking to reform, they
had all the success due to so great and good a !
work. Buot when refurmers tired of this

glow process of moral education
voluntary, self-imposed restraint, al-
tempted to make men temperate by
law, and that law directed uot against the use,
but the sale of aleoholic drinks, that moment
they abandoned their true line of work, lost
the power of those great moral influsuces whioh
they had been so successfally wislding,
arrayed against themselves a host of new
enemies, and brought the temperance re-
formation to a stand-still. Tor more than
twanty yeara the efforts of temperauoce raformers
have been expended in promoting snmptuary |
lagislation, It is time that the results of these |
efforts shonld bLe carefully examined. A new

Need of an Amatenr Opera in Our City.
PriLADELYNIA has in times past sucosadsd in
accomplishing what nearly every ocity of the
world has attempted and fafled in. Bho has, oat
of her native talent, orested an amateur opora
troupe, which has, without professional asaist-
ance, performed successfully seven, at lenst
of the masterpleces of the great composers.
This triumph, over which we fesl and have
bafore expreaged just local pride, was aooom-
plistied under the managemont of the lamented
Signor Parelll. Through his exertions, the
neceppary talent was found aud edoosted ;
by his prestige he succeeded in securing & class
of patrons which insured sucosss from the out-
sot ; and finally, by his judicions training and
pereonal popularity, we were presented with a
senson of az fina performances as we need wish
to attend., This was done without any aid
from those souroes which were originally creatod
golely for the purposs of fostering native
talemt. The American Academy of Musio, that
inatitntion whose name, when compared with
its mctions, is astanding joke inall oiroles, never
thought of lifting a fiuger to help him. But
in this it but preserved the unity of its entire
course of conduet, When it was inangurated
we were told that, beneath its benign care, we
were to have home talent cultivated, and be
mide independent of forelgn performers. It
wi s to collect alibrary of musical works which
are not accessible to individuals; in faet, it was
to bethe centre of musicin the UUnited States. 1t
waue, in trath, to be a model of the Conservatoir.
in Paris or Milan. It has proved a miserabla
failurs in accomplishing its desired ends; and
if to-day we would secure any native ability,
we must look entirely to private enterprise,
and not to that institution which was ostensibly
the head and fromt of such a reformation.
Signor Perelli, by his individual efforts, over-
came the greatest obstacles in the path of &
successful amateur opera. He collected the
material, which was a great thing, and he de-
monstrated that such an undertaking was
practicable, and could be made a success.
Having proved the feasibility, and whils yet
meditating greater efforts, the indomitable
Perelli was gathered to his fathers. Wa greatly
fear that with his premature death will come
a termination to the organization of amatenr
operas. After having proved, to the sur-
prise and envy of New York, which four times
made a similar attempt and failed, that the
Quaker City could supply and sapport an
amateur troupe, it seems hard that the death
of one man should put an end to the bright
prospects on which we were entering. We
earnestly hope that some one who enjoyed the
confidence of Perelli, and who knows all abou®
the needs and the minutic of the undertaking.
will now stand up and call around him the
members of the troupe and proceed to arrange
for another season. All the material is at
hand, The voiees which delighted us
eighteen months ngo are still in our midst,

and are doubtleéss willing to do their part
apguin towards affouvding inuovent pleasure to

our psople. Doubtless most of the scores of
the music are within reach, and it is certain
that the old audiences stand ready and anxions
to do their part towards alding the enterprise
both with their pregenco and subseriptions. All
that is needed is a leader, pome one who oan
unite the elements of the old troupe, who will
be acquiesced in as the head Dy all, who can
manage such an attempt, and who can have
some of the old prostiy of Perelli’'s name, We
hope that such an one can be found, We are
pot sufliciently familiar with the musical
world to suggest any suitable gentlemnan for
the task, yet there doubtless is some one who
possesses all the gualifications we have pointed
vut. If he will but appear, and the eflort
sturted, we feel assured that onr best citizens
would hasten to encourage the attempt by
every means in their power.

Parelli was founded commends itsell in many
It supplies a source of innocent
awugement to & class who are opposed
to attendance on general theatrical or even
operatic entertainments. No sane person
obiects to the drama becaunse of the inherent
evil of seeing persons assume characters, and
act or sing them well.

Bat
onse of the amatear operk this
evil is avoided, awd no gnch objsetion
cau be ralsed. By the system of subscrip-
tion the attendance is made select and per-
feotly regpectable, All irregularities on the
stage 1o which we are subjected at the pro-
fessional opers are gunrdsd against, and wa
meal ludies and gentleman listening to ladies
sod geutlemsn, without injury to any and
with pleasure to all.  Upon this ground alons
we wonld deem the discéntinnance of the
Italian opera as a real deprivation. But when
it ensbles us as well to show our superiority
over vaunting New York, and to maintainas a
sucoess that which no othervity could malotain,
wu fes a double reason for making it a charac-
teristic feature of our looal amusemsnts, It
proves by actual trial what we have always
duclared, that the greatest cultivation and the
most sincers love of music and the arts, in any
city in America, is to be found in Philadelphis,
We oan only repeat our hope that this living
ovidence of our tasle and talents will not die
with the death of its lamented projector.
